the Folsom prison strike, which re­ 
sulted in the deaths of eleven per­ 
sons. 
Prosecutor Neil McAllister of Sac­ 
ramento county announced that 
re­ 
sponsibility for killing of two guards 
will furnish ample basis for Hist 
degree murder charges against the 
leaders of the rebellion. 
"We have a d e a r hanging case 
against these men,*’ he declared. "In 
addition to killing the guards, these 
men were responsible for the death 
of nine convicts, shot in the attack 
on their prison hospital stronghold. 
Under tile California law, a convict 
committing an assatfTt 
on 
another 
convict may he hanged." 
McAllister has questioned several 
of the convicts who witnessed the 
fighting between the prisoners and 
authorities. 
One company of militia remained 
at 1 he prison today. 
The six leaders 
of the mutiny have been placed in 
solitary confinement, and have nam­ 
ed Tony Brown, San Francisco, who 
was serving a 15 year term for rob­ 
bery as th* 
head of the group of 
conspirators. 
Three prisoners of the 16 convicts 
wounded during the battle may die, 
jail physicians said.

the prisoners, five guards we«re 
In­ 
jured In the battle*. 
The five men who led the* mutiny, 
In addition to Drown, win* James 
(Iregg, Fresno, Cal., murderei ; Roy 
Stokes.

ing the mutiny, until the investiga­ 
tion is completed. 
Bodies of the* nine convicts killed 
in the battle awaited the claims of 
I elatives today. 
From the battle. Dr. P. W. Day. 
prison piiysician emerged as ihe out 
standing herd. 
He alone of all pris­ 
on officials was admitted to the cell 
house, where he adm inisTered first 
aid to the dying and those less seri­ 
ously 
wounded.

fearlessness 
aroused the admiration of the lead 
ers. 
He was given aid, and allowed 
to depart when he had completed 
Heating the wounded men.

The* death toll of the Folsom prison 
revolt was brought to 12 today by 
the death of Frank Carlson. Ventura 
embezzler. 
Carlson died from bullet wounds 
received during the the first prelim 
inary skirmish with the convicts on 
Thanksgiving day. when 
rifle 
and 
machine gun fire swept through the 
windows of the cell block. 
Carlson was doing a 10-year se n­ 
tence.

Congressional leaders believe the 
project embodies the Jurdfne plan 
of distributing surplus farm products 
through development of co-operative 
marketing organizations financed by 
loans from Hi*- government.

Mr. Coolidge has declined to offer 
any definite suggestions for farm re­ 
lief in lits previous messages to con­ 
gress.

McAllister has questioned several 
of the convicts who witnessed the 
fighting between the prisoners and 
authorities.

ed Tony Brown, San Francisco, who 
was serving a 15 year term for rob 
bevy as the bead of the group of 
conspirators.

Human nature has its weakness, but it also has its streiiRth, 
says the National Golden Rule Sunday Council for the Near East 
Relief. There is much in man’s daily record that makes unhappy 
reading, but always somewhere in the report there is a page or a 
line that thrills the heart, that is evidence of a vein of latent good­ 
ness beneath the4 outward appearance of badness, that mako.s us 
suspect that bifer all the badness is more of an outward appear­ 
ance than an ingrained reality. 
So it is a pleasure to note thai a very large number Of men 
and women have either broken away from the brazen rule that 
reads, “do others,’’ or have never recognized its forces, and are 
exemplifying the Golden Rule*, “do unto others,’’ and are doing it 
generously. 
The specific thing we have in mind is that phase of the Near 
East Relief now firmly established and known as International 
‘Golden Rule Sunday. 
The e are rminV other examples showing 
a healthy growth of the Golden Rule spirit, but this is perhaps 
the greatest single example; and it is timely because Golden Rule 
Sunday will be observed December I, on behalf of the Near East 
Relief, and millions of persons will do unto other children as they 
would like others to do unto their children if they had fallen upon 
equally evil circumstances. 
Such a display of true sentiment, not sentimentality, is highly 
gratifying for many reasons. 
It is one of the things proving our 
age not so grossly material as tin1 pessimists would have us believe 
it is. It is commendable because in a larger sense than is found in 
most charitable enterprises the gift to Near East Relief is some­ 
thing more and finer than the mere giving of money; it is entering 
into the leal spirit of tin* occasion and giving something of self in 
addition to the offering of money.

That is the advantage of making the day 
memorable by means of a meal that in many instances would Im1 
in the nature of a hardship, but a meal that would Be considered a 
least by the children of misfortune.

The Editor & Publisher of New York mentions two cases in 
point. The editor of the Birdsboro, Pennsylvania, Dispatch, Berks 
county’s oldest weekly newspaper, was too busy November IO 
gathering new* to get out his paper. 
The Birdsboro Dispatch was due to make its appearance on 
that day, but Harry Hart, the editor, said a payroll holdup, iii 
which a postal clerk was beaten and robbed of a registered pack­ 
age containing $22,000, had made so much news that he found it 
necessary to hold up publication. 
Ile said the Birdsboro Dispatch 
would come out the next day. 
The other case concerns publication of newspapers in Ila 
flooded area of Vermont. 
How' to get out a daily newspaper 
without electricity, gas, heat, water, and in several cities, with 
plants completed wrecked, is the situation that faced a number 
of Vermont publishers when the greatest Hood in Vermont’s his­ 
tory brought death and destruction to tin- state. Some carried on 
in spite of tin' disaster and did not miss publication. 
Job presses were pressed into action. 
The* St. Johnsbury 
Caledonian-Record issued a one-page extra on a job press. 
Foot- 
power did the heavy work, while men held two barn lanterns for 
illumination. 
The gasoline engine hookup was good until the 
gasoline ran out. 
In the opinion of Publisher Smith the most harrowing part of 
the whole situation to a real newspaperman was to have the big­ 
gest local story in 50 years breaking on all sides and no way to 
tell it in detail to the public. No demand for "copy” but reporters 
coming in every minute with fresh details of the disaster but with 
the knowledge that about two typewritten pages must carry the 
whole story—local and state-wide*
